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Botrychium matricariaefolium in Connecticut.— On July 
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4tli, 1896, several specimens of Botrychium matricariaefolium , Braun, 
were collected in West Hartford, Connecticut, near the summit of 
the lalcott Range. Ol the discovery no special record was made, 
as the plant was not known to be uncommon in the State. A simile 
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specimen in my herbarium and one in that of Mr. C. A. Weatherby, 
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who was collecting with me at the time are the only ones preserved 
I mm this station. One of these, sent to Mr. Merritt L. Fernald of 
the Cray Herbarium for identification was verified as ‘‘good Hot- 
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rychium matricariaefolium In the issue of Rhodora for June, 1900. 
this plant is reported from Southbridge, Massachusetts, that being 
the most southern station known in New England. The discovery 
of the '1'alcott Mountain station (altitude about 650 feet) not only 
extends the range some few miles southward but adds a new and 
desirable plant to the Mora of Connecticut.— A. W. Driggs, East 
Hartford, Connecticut.
